The Morris Guards. 

Seventy-two young men responded to a circular call for a meeting, held in 
the ‘parlor of Malatesta’s liotel on ‘Saturday, March 12, 1887, to: consider the 
organization of a social- -military company which has since been known as the 
Morris Guards. The call for the meeting was sent out and signed by Edwin 
Smith, Jr., aiid Russell G. ‘Bing. Ata subsequent mecting held on March 18, 1887, 
these civil officers were elected: President, Jas. S. Beckwith; Vice- -President, Geo. 
W. Connely; Seéretary, R. G. Bing; Assistant Secretary, W. A. Haitian; Treas- 
urer, Fred. P. Currie; and the following officers in the military department: 


Captain, Ed. Smith, Jr.; First Lieutenant, Russell G. Bing, and Second Lieutenant, 


Fred. P. Currie, beside five Sergeants and eight Corporals in the non- commis-

Hi Gary; Just wanted to let you know how pleased | was to see my personal chips 
featured in the current issue of “Jerseyana” ... and also to thank you for doing what 
you do getting each issue of the newsletter out on time. 


Regarding the GSP tokens article ... sorry to say that | didn’t keep any Parkway 
tokens for posterity (except for one that | put in the mail to you today) a GSP BUS 
TOKEN. In fact, |had a couple thousand GSP tokens that | redeemed at the Forked 
River rest stop in December at .33 cents each and received a check from the NJ 
Turnpike Authority for over $700! Here’s the Story. A few years ago, one of our A.C. 
chip club members who lived in New York would bring rolls of GSP tokens to the 
ciub meetings to sell at $9 a roll. While that may not seem like much of a savings to 
most folks ... Milt’s rolls contained 40 tokens, while the GSP rolls of tokens only 
contained 30 tokens. So, the additional 710 ‘free’ tokens, plus the $1 per roil discount 
over the GSP price made them very attractive to club members who used the GSP 
frequently. 


i know your next question will be; “where did Milt get the tokens?” 


Milt knew this guy in New York who owned/operated a vending/arcade machine 
business. During emptying his collection boxes, he would get slugs, washers, 
electric box knockouts, foreign coins & tokens, parking tokens, subway and bridge 
tokens, and GSP TOKENS ... which the parkway would not accept for redemption. 
The foreign coins would be Segregated and turned in at the current foreign exchange 
rate. The “junk” would be sold by the pound ... and the parkway tokens were sold to 
Milt. I’m sure Milt made a good buck on his part of the deal with the A.C. club 


members ... and | was probably his biggest customer.

POSTAL MARKINGS ON NEW JERSEY OBSOLETE SCRIP 


David D. Gladfelter, NLG 


New Jersey scrip collectors who have a note of the Corporation of Bordentown 
(denominations are .0625, .125 and .25, Wait 107, 108 and 109 respectively) may be 
curious what the round 30mm ink stamp on its back might be. Wait does not mention this 
ink stamp, but it appears on all the Bordentown notes that I have seen, including my own 
specimen of the .0625 denomination shown above. 


The ink stamp (made with a “circular date stamp” or “CDS”) is an early 
postmark. The CDS was issued to Bordentown’s fourth postmaster, Joshua Carman, who 
took office November 4, 1834. Prior to that time, letters mailed from the Bordentown 
post office, which opened about 1800, were marked by hand by the postmaster with the 







place of mailing and the rate of postage collected. The rate was so much per page, rather 
than per letter. Envelopes were not used back then to mail letters, much less gummed 
stamps, the introduction of which was ten years into the future (1847). 


Notice that Joshua Carman is the named payee of the note, which is also made 
payable to the bearer. A note that is bearer paper does not legally require a payee to be 
named, but note issuers of the period would add the names of well-known persons as 
payees to boost public confidence in the notes and facilitate their circulation. I have seen 
notes made payable to “George Washington or bearer” issued long after Washington’s 
death. Notice also that the date of the postmark, May 22 (it was not considered necessary 
to show the year), is the same as the date of issue shown on the note’s face (May 22, 
1837). It appears that the purpose of the postmark is nothing more than to give the note 
an official looking appearance. Postmarks do not appear on any other New Jersey 
municipal corporation notes of this “Hard Times” period, such as were issued by Trenton, 
Elizabeth, Jersey City, Newark and tiny Pemberton Borough in Burlington County. 


However, a later note dated December 13", 1862, issued by William H. Howell of 
Ewingville, Mercer County, also has a faint EWINGVILLE/N.J. postmark with DEC 13 
date on the back. Howell was proprietor of the Park House in Ewingville from 1860 to 
1877 and was also postmaster of its post office, which opened in 1857, during that time 
frame. Again, I suspect that the postmark was added to convince the public that Howell’s 
notes were “for real”. They are unlisted in Wait but have the same date and general 
description as Wait 575, by an issuer unknown to him.
